NEW YORKISMS.

Fyom our own Qorrespondent,
Nnaw Yonrx, Aug. 13,

The latest oxoitement in the oity fs that
occasioned by the arrival at Communipaw of a
pumber of diseased oattie from Tllineis. Nearly
300 head of middliug aud good Ilinois eattle
had beon sent thither from Homer, In the State
of that name, and upon the route had been
discavered to be direased. More than a dozen
of them weore thereupon put off at the atation
of Crestline, Obed, and before the train reached
Communipaw only halt the number origloally
atarted with, were living. The bunbohers and
droverameanwhile displayed a refreshing degres
of Indiference, and Isughed to scorn the
doctors' Idea thal the disense was & mallg-
mant form of {typhus fever, Four of
the decoasd eattle have been placed in quaran-
tine in a soparate yard, in order that the symp-
toms may be carefully watched, and, shouid
they die, the work of dissection be performed.
Although medicnl officers at prosent carefully
abstain from any public snnouncement of their
viowa, such observalions s bavoe hitherto been
made indicate that the disease is onn of the
fotensest forms of typhus fever, and not the
common murraln. Meanwhile, almost nll of the
diseased cattlo have been destroyed. The abat.
toirs yesterday wera full of the sound of death.
blows, and thoe sight of reecking blood, ns the
heavy-spiked axe fell upon the hends of the
dumb victims, The eanitary inspeotors have
been ferreting oul the purlicus of suspected meat
scliers in this city, aud the police are likewise
busy in holding In sarveillaoce this new ohjec
of mspection, and the heaviest ponadsies of tho
Iaw are threatened against any person who sells
any jo-tion of meat found to be di-eased.
Coal-tar has been plentifully poured upon al
yards and paths over which the disesased ani
mals have travelled, or are expeoted to travel,
and the floors and sides of the cattle-cars have
been profusely strewed with carbolic ac1l. By
the application of these disinfectants, united to
the prompt action in other depariments of the
saniiary offioers, it is hoped that notonly the
olty of New York, but the entire continent will
be apared a visitalion incomparably worse thao
that which s couple of years ago created such
oongternation and loss throughout Europe,

The mention of this disease remiuds me that
the Bourd of Quarantine Commissloners has
just decided to ereet a structure on West Bank,
New York Harbor, a8 a landing snd boarding
gtation for the sccommodation ol such persous
a8 have been exposed to contaglous and infec.
tious diseases, FProposals for building the new
eiructure were received only on Tuesday at the
office of the Board,and it will probablybe situated
on & line belwcen West Bank and Fort Wads
worth, A year sgo the Commissioners thought
geriously of erecting such s building on Barren
Island, but West Bank holding out superior
advantages, it hos finally been declded to crect
one there. It will be completed during the
coming fall, snd promises o be just the thing
that is needed.

Yesterday the 224 Regiment N. G.S. N. Y.
departed tor Long Branch, where they intend
remasining for geveral days. EBtarting fiom the
Fourteenth Bireet Armory at half-past 9 this
morning, they marched down Broad way amidst
a crowd which was ooly less enthusiastic than
that which witneased the marching of the 7th
Regiment on the 4th of last July. Among the
features of the Long Brauch festival are the com-
petition prize-firing, the presentation of prizes,
and tbe grand dance to be given st the stetson
House., The regimentl's teuls are erected Ina
platcan reserved for them on the sea-ghore.
Meanwhile Tifany's windows, on Broadway, are
beset from morning tll night by & carious
ecrowd, anxious to witvess the really handsome
prizes on exhibition there, The regiment will
retuin next Monday.

Mad'lle Tostee, by
the by, is looking well, The air of Parls, and
ber brief reunion with her Parlsian rivals in the

coulisses, have mot destroyad a vestige ol
that Dbloom, which, heightened at night
by a touch or two of rouge, and a

patelr or iwo of court-plaster, mukes her 8o
fresh-looking behind the footlights. The date
of her appearance has not yet been announced,
though it 1s whispereld that during s portiou ol
the sewson Mr. Baleman intends transporting
her to Bt, Louis, and playing off Mad4le Irmns
wppon the New York public as long ss possible,
Although Barbe Bleue 15 now in s fourth week,
the attraction bas vot grown less. The state-
ment in one of the papers bhere that it was to be
withdruwn aiter the present week, was eutirely
erroneous.

similir place of enteriainment. At the time ol
her deasth she was po longer a very youug
woman, bordering ne ghie wns on forty years of

spe.  DBut she prosery ed her beauty, such us it
was, 10 " most l'l'lhill'tilllll'l egres,
Nelther the wear and tear of her pro

fession, which, in its peculiar line, was no
ainle:s or idle one, nor the sensuous carnival
ifo she had led for to loong 8 period, seemed to
bave waterially marred her voluptuous beauty
or hir pawerful physique. No pagdiculars con
cerning her death buve yel reached us, @and
whriever troth may be Io the report of her
having recently invited three Bobhemisns of Parls
to a dnnking bout, apd leit them 1o o slate of
unconsclonsness under the table, whila ahos
dragged hersell paisfolly off to bed, whenoce shis
was uoagle to dress next moroing o sattend
rehearsal, it 18 probable that her sudden calling
sway (o the scener beyond this life was doe to
the debauched eccentricities which in latter

years more particularly had rendered her
oareer #o uplovely and unbeautilu', For
the rest, tho was ol an i |

educated womnaw, Hke could even writo pass-
able poetry, and econtributed to ope or two
weekly papers here of small Htersry merit. Her

Intest amours with the elder Domas and the
erratic Bwinburne are known to all the world;
and pow that the datk cortain bas for ever
descanded upon that bright and balaful career,
tha fact that she wos large-bearted and gene-
rous will, of h“"i;h” sufficlout to secars her

VENICLE

An Umequivoosl Wasering-FPlaces — Its
Romnamos and its Henlity.

From ovwr own Corvesprondent.
Venicoe, July 29,

By this time, T presume, Philadolphia, like
London and Paris, Is out of town; gone to the
watering.-places in order, more extravagantly,
to enjoy the hot weather. This place, belne
abomivably hot, the living extremely dear, and
the sccommodations equal to the worst in
America, I wus persunded that it was the city of
which I was In aearch for the nsual gea-aide reat
und recreation. Venice, as a watermg-place, is
an unequivecsl success. There is nothing to
hinder a man f1om bathing on the front door-
step, _r fishine out of the second-story window.
These lberties must be valuable to Veni-
tians, who liye almost entirely on oll
and  maccsronl, which cannot be caught
by & hook and line, and who never gointo
bathe for fear of washing off the dirt, We
arrived in the night, bat the moon was not out,
uor was the gravd canul “beautifully illuminated
by the lights of the innumerable paluces,” The
gondola was not a fairy boat, nor & wizard skitF,
nor anythivg of that sort, but resembled very
much & Down East punt, with a tomahswk
palled on the end, and the gondohers romsanti-
cally dressed in red flannel shirts, did not sing
“beautiful snatehes of Ttalla's favorite songs,”
but swore dreadiully. Duay haugs over us like a
molten cloud, sud night comes with ohills snd
fovers, Venice lles dead, entombed in her
churches aud her filteeo handred palaces. Her
past is ber only glory; ber history her only ra-
demption.

Situated m a marsh, surronnded by sea sick”
ness wnd salt water, perfumed by the aweet scent
ol dried flsh—too long cead—she invites the
curious from all lauds to come down to her to
usslst her in paying her taxes, The descendants
of soub noble names as Cavovan and Titlan
peddie shell jewelry or play the tamborine and
ticddle on the Palszzo St. Murco, There aréa fow
Amerieans here and quite a number of Hoglish,
aud today 1 had the pleasure of seeing the
smiling lace of a well'’known Philadelphisn at
the table d'hote, As a penersl rale, I And the
Americans wre the most easily pleased. They
always enjoy a good thing. They have been
known to smile with six in the soom, at foar
dollars a day. Buch a disposition I take to be
tlie natural oharacteristic of a people whosa
pride it is always to act without restraint, The
Englhish insist on grombling, and they always
et what they want, The American travels for
pleasore, snd thinks he finds it; the Englishman
travels as a matter of busiuess, and gols
ull the scecommodations for half price.

It is, however, the young people who are the
most readily deluded, For them it's delightful
fun te get up at five o'clock in the morning, and
tear around to ree things of which they konow
nothiug, through the blistering heat or deathly
damp, until midpight. *“It's 8o jolly.,” They
dewn't care if pa ls growpy, snd wa so fatigoed,
We have a beautiful little blonde at our hotal,
who is the daughter of a dry goods merchant in
New York, Bhe leaped over the table to ask if
I had scen the Armeman Convent, where Lord
Byron was taoght the Armenian lenguage, and
which is about two miles out in the Adriatic,
with no shade trees between here and there,
*You shonld go by all means, the sail is charm-
ing, and they have & beautiful portrait of Lord
Byron there, aud & mummy three thousand
years old,” “*Bless we, you don't say so? ‘“Yes,
und we had such fun?” At the sgme time
the perspiration wss ronping down the
pretty hittle blunde's cheek, and the skin was
comipg off her pretty little blonde nose, 1
fook her to be n very falr representative of what
Yeulce might bave been in her youth, before
republican life had been buried Yo Austrian
tyranny. Travellers coming to Venice must
hire & courier; there 13 no evading it, It is
impossible to go anywhere or find anything
williout ope. | take it that s reasonably active
mup, with the assisiauce of & courler, can *‘do"
the cily in two days.

RITUALISM.

Am Nmgiish Oase in Court--Rituslism
Gains 2 Viosory.

The Londen Duily News has the followlng:—

“The anti-Rituslists of 5. Mary, Awherstons,
have been worsted In (he Arches Uourt, Thair
incombent has oviained s judement in his favor,
and the churob wardeg, tbeir representavive, has
fo pay £100 costs, Of course thw fudgment Is
sound and good, for it is that of Sir Phillis
more; bot it ls unfortunale that in contentionn
with the clergy in the Ecdlesiastical Qourl,
parishioners should be s0 uniformly in the
wrove. In this case It 16 nol conteaded for a
momens Lhat the fvoumbent was in the right;
be had aoted arbitearily and fllegally, without
betug reproved by hs superiors; nosertheless,
for undoing withoul authority what he had
done without authority, the churchwarden s
saddled with the costs of s suit in the Ecclesing-
tieal Court,

“The Rev. Mr. Rlchings, it ‘appears, fixed, or
caused to bo fixed, over the communion tubla
of his church an extra ledge or ehell, which, in
the dislect of his school, is styled a super-altar,
This saditton to the fitiogs of the chureh was
made without any faculty, or even the lotormal
cousent of tie Ordinary baving been previously
obiained. Bir Robert Phillimore, referring 1o
this fact, sald it was ‘to be lamented' 1In
August lasl a vesiry mectiug was held, when a
resolution was passed to the effect that the
cbhurch wardens sbhould take steps for removing
the super-nitar, Ope of the churchwardens, Mr,
Cordiveley, understood this regslution ta war-
rapt him in removing the shell himself, and
aocotdingly took with him & workman, picked
the lgek of she church door, after the incum-
bent"had refosed to give him the keys, aud
took the noxious shelf away. I is plain that in
80 ncting he vio'ated the law, snd (or this the
meumbent brought bim into the Arclies Conrt;
and atter what he hud benrd oo Toesduy, {t may

“It willnot escape the reader's notice how
diflerent |« the measure meted 1o w layman who
lug e bis bands on cbureh furnitare to' that doalt
out 1o the cletgy, bir K. Pilllimore's address
in giving judgment, bad w1l the fores and
earnestneess of a puipit discourse. To the church-
warden of St, Mary Atherstons the legal snelf
was 6 piece of wood In the wrong place; but the
Judge gpoke of 1t much as o devout Homan
Catholic might be expected to speak of & pieca
of the wood of the true cross. The ferms In
which be referred 10 its removal were such as
might properly be aoplied to any darineg and
impious act of sacrilege, It is plain that in this
case the inoumbent and the charch warden were
both wrong together. the difference being that
the clergymen was the first to move and set an
exumple ol disregard of law.
